BIG INCREASE. 


THE AWAKENING OF THE YANKEE. 


One +f the most significant items of the re- 
tarns of the Customs Administration for the 
past yesr has been the increase in the Ame: 
rican imports to Egypt. In 1904 America’s 
total imports only amounted to LB. 284,997 
in valor, but last year this was grently 
increased, the valne being LE. 487,685, 
more than double the figures for 1903, ie., 
L.B. 238.948. _ 

Tha great bulk of the exports came from 
the United Ststes and the ircresse is doe 
in @ great woasare to the lowar freight rates 
and the decrease in th» time occapied in 
transit. 'The most favoured route from America 
to Exzypt is now-a-days by way of Naples by 
tho White S-ar Line and North German 
Lloyd's steamers. The record from Now, York 
to Alexandria for merchandise is sixteen days. 


| '» Besides the circumstances of cheaper freights 


and qnicker transit, Yankee manofac'urers 
are becoming alive to the advantages of 
having @ share in the Bgyptian market. A-ner- 


icans, however, are considerably handicapped |. 


by their hard-and fast raler as tothe giving 
of credit. In this respect they have a great 
deal of lee-way to make op in order to com- 
pete on eqnal terms with European mer- 
chanta tradivg in Ezypt and the Levant. 
We have notic:d that of late the taste for 
American epecialitisa, such for example as office 
farniture, refrigerators, chaire, etc., haa been 
on ths op-grade in Ezypt, and there ia n> 
reason why the American import trade in 
the Valley of the Ni'e shou'd not be capable 
of cinsiderab'e farther extension. In th: 
opinion of many Americans interested in 


_Evypt, their trade hera saffers from the lack | 


of a Chamber of Commerce at ‘A’exandria. 
Considering the growth of America’s com- 
mercial interests here it is a want which most 
Cecidedly ought to ke remedied. 

Among the successfal American import ccm- 
panies in- Egypt are the Americen Manufac-

GREAT PYRAMID.

| SOUTH AIR CHANNEL OPENED. 


"MR. COVINGTON’S EXCAVATIONS. 


| At 12.80 p.m. yesterdsy Mr. Covington, 
after a fortnight’s very bard work, succeeded 
in opening the south air channel of the 
King’s chamber in the Great Pyramid. The 
channel, which was opened in 1837 by Colonel 
(afterwards Goneral) Howard-Vyse, who on- 
fortanately made no arrangements for keeping 
it permanently open, was choked by débris 
carried by the rain wash down the south f:ce 
‘of the Pyramid. In Febroary, 1902, Mr. 
Covington, -by clearing the great entrance 
passage at Ali Maiman’s recess, and by re- 
moving all the débris from the well-shaft, 
reduced the internal temperature of the 
Pyramid from §9 to 77 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The opening of theee passages, in conjanotion 
with the opening ot the ‘oath air channel 
above referred to, will, it is hoped, further 
reduce the internal temperature of the Pyramid 
to what Professor PiszziSmyth believes to 
have been its original temperature of 69 
degrees. 

This King’s chamber 8, air-channel, extend- 
ing from the chamter to the hondred and 
fourth course of the 8, face of the ;yramid 
some 830 feet above the ground, was originally 
174 feet in length, with a slope of 45 degrees 
with a five-foot horizontal entrance’to the 
King’s chamber and about 9 inches square. Its 
length was reducad to, roughly, 160 fret by 
‘the removal of the casing stone of the 
| pyramid in Saracen times. 

The obstruction which proved extremely 
, difficalt to remove owing to the rain fash 
, having somewhat solidified the mixture of sand 
jand_ limestoue of which it was composed, ex- 
terded for 61 feet of the paseage, Commencing 
atout 25 feet from the King’s chamber. It 
could only be removed by working from the 
chsmter, and Mr. Covington employed a 
boring rod, kindly leat by Major Tucker, RE, 
made of malacca with a stesl woim screw 
attached which cat into the obstruction, loos- 
ening it and releasing it, after which a spiral 
brash was o to withdraw the released 
débris from™ the air channel. The ‘stones 
imbedd:d in the débris, though not nomeroas, 
were very troublesome and necessitated very 
ski!fol manipulation of the boring rod to 
dislodge them. The largest stone, which in a 
sense sopported the débris, was eight inches 
in length, six by breadth, and three in thick- 
ness, and how it got so far down the channal 
is a mystery. Tho pessage is now opened 
throughout, the narrowest part being about 


‘| 8 or 4 inches in diameter, and the draught 


os 


even through this smal: spertare is enough to 
draw in a suspended handkerchief, 

When the channel is abiolutely clear for 
the full 9 inchs, there can be little doubt 
that the purification of the air in the interior 
will be complet» ‘Tourists will no longer 
have to complain of foal aie and odours of 
bats and mustiness, and visits to the. wondar- 
ful interior of the Pycamid will be made with 
fac core comfort than was ever the case in 
the past. Lady visitors, who have beea knowa 
to faint before now in the «tifling chamber, will 
be able to admire the saperb masonry and 
study the remarkable internal festares of the 
greatatractare. Theyshould feelespecially grate 
ful to Mr. Covington and the Antiquities Sar- 
vice, who gave the necessary odncassion for the 
olearing. Thare is no fear of the channel being 
again obstracted as the concession especially 
provides for the placing of a steel funnel, in- 
visible from the exterior, at ths exterior ead of 
the chancel; so placed that, while allowing 
frea passage of the ‘air, it will prevent the 
pasasge from again being choked by sand and 
débiis. ites 

Mr. Covington is now searching for the 
andiscoveréd exterior ends of the Queen's 
chamber air channels, the inner extremities of 
which were discovered by Weyman Dickson in 
1872. Both chanuels are c'ear for 152 feet, 
the Jength of the berivg rods inserted, and may 
cootain no obstruction as far as the exterior of 
the pyramid,

The evidence given at the inquest on the 
victims of the Charing-cross disaster showed 
quite clearly that it was impos ible to guard 
against it, and that no blame attaches to 
anyone. The experts are all sgreed that the 
accident wag dag to the fracture of one of 
the tie-bars, doe toan invisible flaw, which 
in all probability was present in the bar when 
it was originally pot in its place. Such flaws 
occar from time to time in both iron and steel, 
and as yet science gives us no means of detect- 
ing them. The defective bar would be to all 
outward seeming perfectly sound, bat it con- 
tained a flaw which, according to Sir Berjamin 
Baker's evidence, reduced its strength to oue- 
third of what it was intended to be. With the 
alternations of heat and cold the bar expanded 
and contracted. The natoral reanlt was that 
the original flaw grew larger and larger under 
the varying strain, until at last the tie-bar 
gave way altogether, and the roof came down.

THE HORSE AND HIS RIDER.

One of the most interesting articles in this 
month's “Nineteenth Ceatory” is that by Mr. 


thoroughbred horse, in the coorse of which he 
incidentally raises the question : when was the 
horse firat ridden ty man? The geological 
record shows him to have bsen hanted in 
Borope ty prehistoric man in the late Stone 
Age, but there is no indication of even an 
approximate date at which be may have be- 
come domesticated. His earliest appearance io 
the civilised world at the dawn of history 
shows’ him contrary to what we should 
natorally expect, as being used for draught 
and uot for riding. There is no record of his 
having been mounted in any country much 
before 1000 Bc., althongh the ancient Arcadian 
Kings are said to have possessed chariots txo 
thousand years earlier. Only in North-Western 
Afr'ca is there any indication that the hcr-e 
was first ridden rather than driven. Mr. Blunt's 
theory of the reason why the horse in early 
cizj'isation was only used for draught is that 
he was.first tamei in the northero plains, or 

cold regions of Upper Asia or Eastern Borope, 
where snow lay long in winter, and so may 
have‘suggested the use of animals for drawing 
sledzes rather than for riding. Probably the 
first wild avimal to be tamed by man was the 
dog. The reindeer may have followed the deg, 

and at a later date, bat atill as a draught 

animal, came the horse. The art of taming and 

breeding animals thus acqaired in their first 
northern homes would have been carried with 
them by the Mongols and Aryans in their 
migra‘ions southwards into lands where snow 

was unknown, and where the sleige, no longer
